Fifth, they want the r ight to 
pur chase powder fr om the gener al 
tr ade, claiming that the coal com­ 
panies ar e char ging them a pr ofit 
of 300 per cent. 
Sixth, the miner s ask that an 
equal number of car s shall be fur ­ 
nished daily to all employes. 
Seventh, ever since the discussion 
over the anthr acite coal schedule 
star ted, the miner s have coaxed and 
ur ged for ar bitr ation. 
These ar e the demands of the 
str iker s. 
The aver age layman may 
be incompetent to judge of their 
equity, but the unpr ejudiced man 
of some exper ience 
will 
unhesi­ 
tatingly pr onounce all except the 
sixth demand unquestionably just. 
It must be r emember ed that the 
aver age annual wages of the an­ 
thr acite coal miner is only about 
$200, and that the wor k is both 
difficult and danger ous. 
No set of 
wor kingmen in the 
wor ld wor k 
har der than these miner s, none ar e 
mor e poor ly paid.
